Voters rejected a $12.5 mil-|
lion bond issue, which in-
cluded funds for the vocation-
al center, at a special election
last Feb, 8. The issue failed

f{to get the necessary two-

thirds vote, although it did
win a majority of favorable|
votes,

Dr, Hull told trustees the
$9 million could be expected
to last “two and a half to|

“could sée no reason why we
can't go $9.5 million.”

“The reason we have a $3
million surplus is that admin-
istration guessed wrong,”
Lynn told Wilson. “I feel $9
million .will last four years.
We can live with that.”

Lynn also said he felt the
state would review the entire
school funding picture during
the next few years.

LYNN campaigned against
the $12.5 million bond issue
in February, At one point
Monday, trustee William J.
Hanson asked Lynn and Dr.
Kurt T, Shery, who also op-
posed the February election,
if they “will publicly sup-
port” the 89 million request.

“Sure 1 will,” Lynn quip-
ped, “What do you want me
to do, take an oath in blood?”
